1* WIBSIOH surrendered hlzaself and a ajotall group of "dlaplaoed** 
Webxmaoht personnel on 2 Llay 45 near Vllshofen, Bavaria* He 
offered his help to the local CIC| and led them to rsooverj 
of sons lii^ortant and r&ure doo\iaents of Heinxioh HDMLSE 
in his oapaolty as the ^elchskosasissar fiir die ?estlguiig 
dsutsohen YolkstuiDs** After his transfer to the Third Army 
IC, Wixsioh wrote hrlefs for the use of the IC interrogators 
working on H end other Wehrmaoht personnel known to WIBSIOH*

II* PRBLIMIHARY IB ON WIBSICH (lUSA IC) : 

3» *VIHSICH» bom 9 Jan 1908| studlsd to bsoome a lawyer. Ha- 
ring strong sooicLIistic tendencies and associations he left 
the **B\u:sohensohaft'* (Oerman nationalistic student* s asso- 
elation) • He Joined the Barty in April 32, but left again 
in September 32, and has never become a member again* He then 
associated with ooimsunist circles, and decided to Join again 
a Hazl crganozation in order to be helpful to the ^rman 
tmdergrovmS movement • WIBSICH joined the Allgemeine H in Ati- 
gust 33 through the influence of hie brother, a doctor in 
Hirsohberg/Silesia* ^n late fall 33 he moved to Berlin where 
he made oontaot with oommunist elements* Upon advioe of one 
of the leaders of thsse underground oells he took aotive 
part in the adminietration (legal dept.) of one of the Bej>- 
lln H formations* While ^/IRSICH pretended to be an ambi- 
tious member he fAmlehed at the same time important Ixv- 
formation to his underground friends, he gave his own passf 
port and the one of his wife for their purposes. In 1936 
be lost his connection with the underground since most of 
its membelrs had left ^ez^many or had to hide. WIBSICH then 
tried to leave the ii again, but he was not successful* In 
1938 he became a member of a law firm in Berlin* At the out- 
break of the war he we s Inducted into the ¥affen-Hi being 
member of the Allgemeine-i^* Hq served in the **Iotenkopf* 

Biv*, but did not rise above the rank of a Prt . and a truck 
driver. In January 1940 he managed to be assigned to the 
legal dept, of the "Reisohskommlssar fur die Festlgung deu- 
tsoben Volkstums**. ^e worked for this dept, praotioallv up 
to the time of his baptrire, and eventually became the head 
of it* According to his own statements Wirsioh has been sa- 
botaging many efforts of the legal dept, of his office. He 
collected important documents, which he hid in hig house, 
and which he surrendered to U6 authorities after his capture. 
WIBSICH haj been very helpful and cooperative during interro- 
gationj he has given much essential information. Wirsioh has

5* £ano WIRSXCH was bom 9 Jan 1908 in HiewisoV^^^u^snbura* His 
fathsr was a clergviaan* Sinoe the Wirsioh family was quite 
large (father, mo^er, > boys and i girl^), and the family 
Inooas was very limit sd - there was no money for £uno to go 
te a univeraity; that it, until he managsd to obtain a state 
scholarship to the Universities of Kiel, Breslau, and Berlin, 
At that age Kano was very high-strung and sensitive lad, and 
was aoutely oonsoious of the fact that he studied only *on 
sufferance" ( soholarahip) of the Weimar Eepubllo. Hie natural 
llberaXistt deve|^oped Into radioaliemt he a^e olose contact a 
with strong radical labor elements t Uax 3KTRBA and August 
BATHMAHK who were left->wing socialists in Hambtirg and In Kiel, 
and Georg G0T7STKIB, a communist from SChreiberhau, Beoauss 
of these relations WIRSICH was expelled from hie school fra- 
texmity, which strong hened his radicalism and made him hate 
anything that was "old and nationalistic".

6, ^n 1951 WIR3ICH entered the XAw School of Berlin. On 2o April 
1952 he decided to Join the "new" NSBA Party - to set what 
it had to offer to a yoting end poor, but amoitlous youth. It 
took him only a few months to dieoover that this was no 
•new" ,(31bsral) party, but the revival of the old nationa- 
listic movement parading under a braiul hew name. Accordingly, 
on 13 September 1952 WIRSICH withdrew his membership in 
the Party and noted hie reasons for doing so. A "blaok" 
(■Wamekarte) card was placed against WIRSICH* s name in the 
Gao/Berlin UaDAP files | this barred him from ever Joining 
the Party again.

7. While leaving the Party WIRSICH reoeived several threate- 
ning notices from the young Kazis, and having witnessed 
how the Hazis dealt with anybody who did not agree with 
their polioie. - he left herlin (15 Sept:-nber 32) for Hir.ch- 
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berfi/Silesia, home town of his present wife Inge y* IUIiDjSIi 
and his brother ?riedrich* In Hirschberg WIR51CH met Inge* s 
former fiance, a Herr Wolf Dieter PRIEDoiL a Brealaj^it law- 
yer and a oomauniati FRIIDBL ani AIRSICK f -^came very close 
friends* Inge herself was a comiuunist anu a close frdend 
to many Jewish oommunlste; so when hitler ca^'te to power in 
1955 - WIRSICK sent her away to Switzerland until "things 
would oool off"* In Ixlarch 55 FRIKDRL was arrested^ and was 
freed by the President SA-(rruppenfU. HKIRRS under the condition 
that FRIKDBD join the SA* PRIBDRL never complied with this 
specif ioatlon, but, instead, moved away from the territory 
under HBIKjES’ jurisdiction - to Berlin* 

8* In eaily suuniier 1935 PRISDBL, (WTTSTBIR, and fIRSICH met 
in the Hlesengebirge (at some cottage in the Sohneegruben- 
baude sedtion of the Blesen llountalns). They decided to 
join Razl sub- organizations and work againa^ Nazism from 
the Inside} GoTTSTBIR’ s communistic record was too well 
known, and all of his attsmpts failed* It was also deolded 
that 7EXSDBL, too^ would only call Nazi attention to his 
eossamlstio record if he attempted to join any Nazi organic 
cation* VIBSICH's record (offioially) was clear end with 
the help of his brother Friedrich (a Vehxmaoht doctor of 
some prominence in Hirsohberg) he was allowed to join the 
H even thnugh he was not a member of the PanTty* He was 
aoosptsd as an i^man In August, but his entry was back-dated 
to June 50th to clrouiirvent some rule* H made a^ eeourlty 
check but only locally (in Hirsohberg)* 

9* WIKflICH served with the Hirsohberg till 1 October 33« Du- 
ring this time he met another communist, Dora THIBLB, a 
Hlxschberg Landgerioht Beferendarin* Through Frl* THIBLB 
IIRSICH met her friend iiiniWMMmf Hans lAUSGH* DAtTSCH, 
though eua anti-Nazi oould not be won for any ooBUcuniftlo 
oause, because he was a Catholic and equallly hated both 
Nasiem and oomm^InlsiQ. 

10* In fall of 1955 WIESICH and Dora THIBLK went to Berlin. 

Dora immediately introduced WIBSICH ts a Herr Walter BOCH 
(true name "BOHN")* KOCH wae a full-time Corienunlst agent 
and organizer of Comunist "cells" throughout Oermsuiy* Be- 
gular meetings wers now held at the appartment of a Scotswo- 
man, Bvelyne KOBKBTSON (Nassauisohestr 44, Berlin). This 
particular "oell" was composed of the following people* 

a) Walter KOHN, alias KOCH, the leader 

b) Use hOHNBKANN, a friend of the well-knOwn Berlin lawyer, 

ALKUNDER-KATZj Prl. /teNBUNN was aotive-- 
ly engaged in oommunlst work in Barcelona 
during the Spanish Civil Wax. 
o) Dora TKIKLB, agood fflend of Friedrich ROTTSR, an old 
Berlin lawyer known for his defense of 
Herr THaIMATTN. 

d) GfOrg GOTTSTKIK, a communiat from Schreiberhau. 
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e) Wolf Dieter fT.ISDDL, 

f) "TKEA", waiter KOIu^'a ijirlfrienu, a ealee girl at the 

"Kurfurstendaiaiii* Cafe for the *’SaljWMUider*' hranoh* 

g) Kiino WIRSIOH, and hie fiancee Inge v, MANDKl. 

11) During all this time hIBSICH failed to report his where- 

ahoute to the finally in January 94 on KOKN* e advice 

he reported to his old h unit at Berlin (to which he be- 
longed in 1932)* After some questioning and repvoaahea 
WIBSICH was assigned in April 34 to the 73th ir^Standarte 
(75th i^Begt.). Hli x%myQT* a expertenoe qualified him ae 
a speoialist ZB in draztlng briefs for ^1 disciplinary 
matters of the (^Hegiment* How he was really in position to 
*^Pply information to his oomunistio frisnds* in order 
to have a better chance in meeting his friends without 
deteotion^ Y/IBBICH arranged to live in the sane house as 
his fiancee 9 ostenaibly in her appartment (Apoetel-Baulus 
Strasse Appartonets) . 

12* YXEBICH* s fiancee ' e ^seion was to keep in close contact 

with some employees of the Auswhrtigss Amt (Poreign Office) » 
And VIBBICH* s ewn job was to apply himsslf wholehsartedly 
to his Irf-aotivltyi to appear as if he wanted to make it 
his life's oareeri to earn consideration for some special 
tasks within the frame of - so that be would be able 
to collect more and more incriiainating information against 
the H* All of his other personal activity had to be suboi^ 
dlnated to this one goal* He had to even discontinue his 
oorrsspondenoe with a good friend of hispA Hans GrOLDX^ who 
had to leave Germany beoause life in Germany became unbearable 
for him since he wae a Jew* 

13* YIBSICH had worked verv eucoeeefuUy as an inside informer 
egeinst the and for hie "cell** He had delivered to ZOHB 
^1 kijods of statistioal and informative items on the 
(growth, personnel, relations between the 75Th H-Eegt and 
its raboxdinate units (the Stxirmlooale) , addresses of the 
leaders, their future plans)* Another example of hie 
work for the **0611” may be given heret When in 1934 the 
!rf*Oberabeonitt Ost sent a note to the 73th-^f-Standarte, 
that a certain member of its Harienf eldez^jf-Sturm wee e for- 
mer member of the ZiPD, and was threfore to be inveetigated, 
fIBflICH gave this bit of information to ZOnK who in turn 
Warned the man oonoerned about what was l^oing on and to be 
extra careful . 

14* WIRfilCH wae at that time extremely active; he found time 
in addition to *he abowe-meniioned aotivitiee to give a 
hand to his old pal. Wolf Dieter PHIKDIX, who was charged 
with compiling some economic and political statistloe for 
some ooMBunist underground publication. 
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15* At the end of 1934 or in the beginning of 1935 the Berlin 
Creetapo was beginning to note the activity of the KOHB* a 
circle} first indication wae when it had searched the pre** 
ffllsss of KOHK’s fiancee, ' THiiA* Since nothing incriminating 
was found during this searched KOHN decided to avoid any 
future trouble and sent THAI and her mother out of the 
ootmtry. THKA travelled offlciall): ae Inge v, using 

hsr pass* WIHSICH* a <^wn pass was also given to KOHU for 
aittilar use long before that (the ^ass was re^^rted by WIB- 
SICH as **lost»* But even now KOHK felt inseou. j - and deci- 
ded to leave 'lermany himself, leaving all the books and 
brochures in WIRSICH* s charge, to be preserved imtil some- 
one else come to take KOHR* s place as leader of the ’•cell**# 

16) £OHK went at first to Prague, and then, reportedlv, to Pa- 
ris. In any oaae, sometime in 1933 a Parisian anti-fasoist 
by the name of "RUBIRSTKIK" (or Silberstein, or even Gold- 
stein) contacted V/IRSICH with a note from KOHR asking flB- 
sICH to give ’•RUBINSTBIR** any available information. "RU- 
BIHSTSIR** stayed in '/7IRSICH* s house for a few dayst wrote 
out the information given him by WIRBICH, attended some 
assting of a Jewish Or^nozation Sn Berlin's UeineokesMa- 
saa, aocofflpaxxied Inge (now already married to V/HSICH) to 
aoas anti-fasoist women* s club (Antifasohistiaoher Jrmuen 
Club) - and went back to Frcuiee. 

17. Walter KOHK's official successor was a 33 yr old^ blond 
(wearing glasses) individual who called himself *jSRRSf*'. 

He ran the *oell* with much more caution* Regular meetings 
were discontinued; individual members of the^oeXl** did 
not meet at all, having their own contact with RRRST. BRHST 
began to stress not communiem but anti-fasoiam* 

16. WIKBICH met ERNST twice a week and each time at a different 
plaoe and at different XUOE hour, gsxwsw £R!(ST never di- 
TUlged his real name or who stood behind him. WIRSICH was 
now used mostly to help the victims of the Stapo* An instance 
is here cltedt 

In winter 1534/5 (or 35/6) ERNST called Wora THIME^ who 
contacted WIRSICH and told him to take a yoiaig oomounlst 

f irl across the Czeoh border. WIRSIGK met the young girl 
25 yrs) at the Gbrlltzer Station, drove her to Hlrsohberg, 
then over the Wosseokerbaude (via side roada) to the 
Czech border town of Polaxxn. 

19. In 1935/6 ERNST instructed WIRSICH to arrange for the de- 
fense of Ernst VHRSIOH hired the Berlin lawyer 

rOt.JR for this pixrpose. RuTTEE did not belong to the imms4 
diate oirsle with which ;VIRSIGH was oonrieoted^ but was well 
aoqualAted with Evelyne ROBERTSON; 7/IRSlCH# FRIKDEL> GOTT- 
STEIN, and Dora THIELE all worked for him for a while. 

EOTI'EE was half-Jewlsh, but had fought in the last war and 
therefore was admitted to continue to praotloe law. During 
the trial HC'TTER was careless enough to copy the written 
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chargee against THaLLjUJC inapite of the prohibition by 
the Stapoj he did not return all of hie copies after a 
epeoific order bv the Stapo, ejid he was denounced as a 
oomnrunlst sympathizer by one of his office employees. 

He fled Germany with ides ROBMTSONi according to last repots 
he was somewhere in London. 

20* ViIRSICH' s appartment at Westarpstrasse 4 was used as the 
**osll*s” office; greatest precautionary measures were used] 
WIESICH would see to it that at certain time neither his 
wife nor the man in the next appartment were anywhere even 
olose to the place; when everything was clear an eldoD:'ly man 
(about 4>-50 years old) would arrive with his secretary^ 
typewriter and papers or books | ▲ moment later would 

arrive alone - all three would stay about 2-3 hours each 
time» then leave one by one. Hut one time SREST did not 
keep his appointment , and was never again seen by either 
WIHSICH or any of the other members of the "oell» (Of 
Qousee SEKST never talked to more than to one san at a time, 
but aooordlng to the description of him, It was gBEST ZB 
who contacted also Pieter FHIiiXBL, Georg GOT^STZIN and 
Dora THXSLS; they too lost contact with him at the same 
time. Disadvantage of this type of personal oontaot was 
shown nows VIHSXCH, being an if-man, found no possibility 
of establishing any contaots with new cells. Inge made 
oontaot with a former lawyer Harry IXPldAHN during her 
vacation in Davos; but nothing came out of it, sinoe LKB- 
mjrv was then on his way to Buenoa ilrea, where he evMent- 
ly remained for the duration. Inge fotmd now work w ith 
l».gr*r ILKULHIKE-KATZ (1955/36), and «o did Jla. jOHHBiiM . 
WBtSICH and his wife started a hearty friendship with one 
' Otto LAKDAUXa from Vhmioh in March 1937 while vacationing 
in the Cnorrhtltte on the Zugspitz Plateau (S of Gamiaob- 
Partenkirohen) . LIHDXHER was the former president of the 
ilpenverein/Munioh-^dge, but loat his post when^ the Hasls 
came to power because he was Jewish 1 ZventtiallY he emigrated 
to Liechtenstein, Mauren 100. The WIBSICH family continued 
to oormaepond with him until 1940, when strict war oensoi^ 
ship prevented a continued exchange of letters. However 
UHDIUIE oould not be won for ony undergrotind workf he did 
not want to take such risks* 

21. After flESICH lost contact with his friends, he aleo lost 
dntereet in his i? work, which was reflected in hie not 
getting any promotion until 1 March 1945* Im. 1937 VIRSICH 
attempted to resign from ih this, of course was no simple 
matter. WiBSlOH tried a bit of underhanded work: discovering 
that Inge v. MlHPEt had a hereditary deseas# he applied 
to theli for granting him permiesion to marry her anywayt 
this the never granted in all known previous oasts, but 
here an exception was madet he oould, if he inslstgd marry 
the girl **on his own responsibility*, but would cut himself 
off from entry into the •Sippenbuch" (»Pamily"tree book of 
the H).

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22* ?rom 1935 to 1938 WIRSICH T/orked also with the Deuteche Sied- 
lungsbank in the legal dept. He finally quit this position 
because he had many difficulties oausea by his refusal to 
join the and because he could '*etO£aaoh any longer the 

HS spirit which pervaded this concern* so closely ^lied 
with the ReichsniihrungemlnisteriuiD (Reich ?ood llinistry). 
Leiter of the Bank was his former ^arty**friend*and later

23* On 1 May 1938 WIESICK joined the great Berlin law firm of 
*l.a«ST£a£MAHH, Br. v. £BI£S, u. Hans J.OOTZ* (Burggrafen-> 
strasse 4i Berlin), at first as an associate and later as 
a partner. 

24* The Polish Campaign showed WIRSICH the first unlaoky result 
of his former mebership in the laffezv-^. He wae inducted 
and spent 4 weeks training at Biohenwald and few more weeks 
in Dachau. In Buchenwald WIRSICH had no contaot what soever 
with the inmates t also at Dachau part of the oamp was 
o^tied to giye the trainees billets and training spaosf 
but the very a tmo sphere and the tales about the oamp po- 
Holes caused WIH3ICH to shudder and made him resolve to 
try to get out of the Vaffen-H* He felt that khese were 
not the *£amerads* with whom he woxzld want to $aoe the 
enemies and possibly die. He strongly appealed to his 
law associate, Conrad r. KBISS and insisted that he try try 
eTerrthina he oan to have him transferred out of the Waffen 
H* finally managed to hare WIRSICH transferred as 

a lawyer to the office of the "Relohskoiuaisear fUr die Peerfci«> 
fung deutsohen Volstumsi.

27) VIKgICH was no longer in contaot with the undergroundi be- 
oanee of his H position he could not establish any initial 
contact, and all of his old friends with the only eaoeption 
of 7BUCDSL have fled the oountry* And ?EIXDJUi hiMelf had 
no oontaots of his own* VIH6ICH decided, therefore, to oon- 
tizxue hie work and at first opportunitm to surrender all

26) On 18 April Gen GRBI7ELT fled to Tyrol. YISglCH and the other 
Aatobefs were told to join him in ord4r to add to the appea- 
ranoe that this was only a nore to a safer location for the 
office. fIRSICH had to atteixd to a very **tiBelr toothache*** 

He now was the highest ranking officer of the Dienststells 
and was told by Gencralnajor HA8SJKNSTSIR to take his other 
aembers to Yilshofcn, Bararla and Join a Wehrmaoht unit* 

Ba oommon consent YIBBICE led the 7 other regaining members
